The championship Harvard football 
team shattered all previous college re- 
cords last season by playing in Its nine 
scheduled games to more than two 
hundred thousand persons and attract- 
ed gate receipts In excess of (300,000, 
according to unofficial estimates made 

at Cambridge, The actual statement 

of the football team's finances will not 
be made for many weeks, but the for- 
mer high water mark of the Harvard 
leam, made last year, has been bettered 
by a wide margin, due lo the Inereased 
accommodations at the Yale bowl. 

The three big games of Harvard with 
Yah-. Princeton and the University of 
Michigan alone attracted 1211,000 spec- 
tators and brought the gate receipts to 
the 1225,000 mark, and the other six 
minor Karnes, all played at Cambridge, 
drew about ninety thousand persons, 
and pushed the total receipts beyond 
the 1300,1 mark. 

The actual receipts for the Harvard 
management are from $1(0,000 to 1170,- 
ihiO, for Harvard of course had split the 
gale money at the biggest games and 
had to pay liberal guarantees to the 
minor college teams. But after all the 
football expenses have been met there 
will still be left a large sum of money 
in the treasury of the athletic, associa- 
tion, which will be used In making up 
the deficits caused by nearly all the 
other varsity teams.

lot hold its ground, and disaster must 

ollow. 

The difficulties attending the ade- 
tuate provisioning of an army in 
(he field arc great, and the larger the 
irniy the greater are these difficul- 
ties. Every operation in the field 
will depend on the manner In which 
the administrative scnlns. by their 
organization, are able to lessen the 
fatigue inseparable from marching 
against the enemy ithe man, with utn- 
muntion. carry a total w ight of about 
;.0 pounds each I, maintain their ability, 
and generally n> keep the efficiency of 
the troops unimpaired The troops 
must not be starved either from want 
at food tor their stomach nr for their 
implements of war. "Feeding the fir- 
ing line" is a general term to unbrace 
both these duties In war. 

What arrangements are made in meet 
ihesc Important demands? I will deal 
in the first instance with the feeding 
if the soldier who is in his entrenched 
position in the firing line, far away 
from the base of supplies, waiting to 
engage the rnsmy. The whole system 
of the English arm;, supply ha* been 
grcatlv changed since ihe South African 
war. The new chain of supply gives 
between one mid two days' "iron" ra- 
tions' in tin- haversack, half a dn>'s 
ration in the cook's waggon, and one 
day's ration and grocery in the (rain 
of fUPply column, making » total of 
î 1-; to ?, 1-J clays' ration, with the 
field units, as against r, 1-:' days' sup- 
ply under the old system. The quantltj 
of supplies provided now la actually 
less. The new system is now on Its 
trial, and it is believed that it will bo 
found an Improvement on the old, be- 
cause, through the use of motor lor- 
ries In the supply column, the radius 
of action has been Increased and the 
delivery ot supplies accelerated. It 
ha* been proved In practice that the 
three-ton lorries over average roads 
ran deliver their loads 47 miles away 
md return emplj the same dH> . Their 
speed ha" worked oui at twelve to 
rourteen miles an hour, and that of the 
thirty hundred-weight van* used for 
he cavalry supplied at sixteen or twen- 
ty miles. 

The present "emergencj ration for 
use on active service consists of 

chocolate, with added plssmon nr 
other equally suitable milk prpteld. 

The food is wrapped in vegetable 
parchment paper, and packed in tins

It is one of tin- tru- 
sedies nf this world-war that Interna- 
It.lonal suspicions are rife, that the de- 
cencies of lift- have been broken clown, 
and that the guarantees of civiliza- 
tion, of education, and of religion 
have been subjected to distrustful 
scrutiny. If sentlemen of German 
lurtb and citizenship arc humiliated 
by unjust suspicions it is due in part 
to their being involved in the condem- 
nation of Germany** treason to trea- 
ties, to the disgraceful Herman es- 
pionage system, and to the denial nf 
all moral obligation* by the spokes- 
men of Germany'* ease in the United 

, Slates, This is hut one of the injus- 
tices inseparable from war and war's 
violations of law.

Mill it inii-l 
also lie loyal to tin- i_-re.it aim of high- 
er education. We blame the German 
professors who have subordinated the 
quest of truth to Prussian ambition. 
We must keep our own universities 
free from all suspicion of prejudice 
ami of Injustice. 

At all events, il must he a source of 
pride lo all Canadians to know that 
we have at the head of the University 
of Toronto a man who is. willing to 
sacrifice his place rather than hla 
convictions, and who has a high vh-w 
of bis own calling and duty. Prési- 
dent Falconer's position is not for the 
moment the populur one. A mere 
seeker of popularity could have found 
a. very easy way out of the difficulty. 
But the head of a great institution of 
hicher learning must sometimes look 
beyond the public opinion of ihe hour, 

anil be willing to disagt with the 

majority. Such a man in the long run 
wins the respect of those with whom 
he disagrees With public opinion in 
many of its aspects President Falco- 
ner is in hearty accord, No man Could 
be more loyal to Canada or to the 
British Empire.

I alma undoubtedly prompts him in hla 
present action, anil for this In- de- 
serves the confidence and the honor 
of nil his fellow -citizens.

US with professors to take Ihe places I 
of those to whom leave of absence 
has been given, while the latter could 
find employment in the United states.
